Conditions Under Which Manchu 
Dynasty Will Cease to Rule 

Pekin.—It is understood that im- 
mediate abdiction of the throne has 
been decided on as a result of the 
conference between the Empress Dow- 
ager, Prince Chun, the ex-Regent and 
Prince Ching, the ex-Premier, in ac- 
cordance with the conditions laid 
down by the Republicans, namely that 
the imperial family and princes are 
to retain their empty titles, reside in 
Pekin or elsewhere at their pleasure, 
and receive an annual pension aggre- 
gating three million taels ($2,000,000) 
and that the transference of power 
will be effected with as little loss of 
dignity to the Throne as possible. 

The Empress Dowager has summon- 
ed a cabinet to arrange the details of 
abdiction. Premier Yuan Shi Kai, in 
a statement to the newspapers, a ‘ers 
his readiness to accept ‘almost any 
solution which will ensure peace, tle 
has no fear for the country’s future, 
he says, if the settlement is the frait 
of reason, truth and justi+.. 

Yuan Shi Kai further says that he 
has no ambition to become the presi- 
dent of the new republic and only de- 
sires the establishment of a stable 
government.

Ottawa, Ont.—Owing to the death 
of the Duke of Fife, his excellency 
the governor-general, and her high- 
ness, the Duchess of Connaught, will 
attend no public functions for one 
month.

LESSON VI.—FIRST QUARTER, FOF 
FEB, 11, 1912, 


Text of the Lesson, Luke ii, 40-52 
Memory Verses 46, 47—Golden Text 
Luke ii, 49, R. V.—Commentary Pre 
pared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


After the visit of the .wise men, 
bringing their tfeastires of gold and 
frinkincense and myrrh, Joseph was 
directed by the Lord’s angel to take 
the young child and his mother and 
flee into Egypt‘ and abide there till 
he should bring them word. It has 
helped me much to notice and to re- 
member that before they were sent 
to Egypt, the money was on hand to 
cover their need, and 1 do firmly be- 
lieve that the Lord provides for all 
that He wants done. The wise men 
presented their gifts to the child, so 
it was the child’s,money that took 
them all to Egypt and took care of 
them, They need have no anxiety as 
to when to leave Egypt, for the angel 
said that he would bring them word, 
and he did (Matt. i, 13-23). We may 
be sure of guidance also if we haye 
no will of our own and are wholly sub- 


| mitted to God (Ps. x&xii, 8; Isa. xxx, 


21). Note in those verses in Matthew 
the three Scriptures that were fulfill- 
ed, and let us not forget that all things 
which have been written concernins 
Him must be fulfilled. 

Our lesson today begins and ends 
with a statement concerning the 
child's growth both physically ane 
in wisdom also. He was a partaker 
of real flesh and blood and grew in 
many respects as other children do, 
but we must always think of Him as 
being specially controlled by tia Holy 
Spirit, for what was true of John the 
Baptist must have been true of Him 
also (chapter i, 15). There were three 
annual feasts at Jerusalem, at which 
all males must appear (Ex. xxiii, 14- 
17), and the passover was the first, 
and this was His first passover. Ii 
seems from I Sam. i, 7-9, that women 
went to these feasts also, and our les- 
son plainly teaches that Mary accom- 
panied Joseph. We may not be able 
to say whether at this time He fully 
understood his own identification with 
the feast according to I Gar. v, 7, 
“Christ our passover is sacrifced for 
us,” but my own conviction is that 
He always knew more than many are 
willing to believe. We cannot grasp 
lhe wondrous statement that all things 
were created -by Him and for Him 
that He created Adamit } 
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more when we are known 
known (I Cor. xiii, 12). 
The feast being over, the people 
started for their homes in every part 
of the land, and probably a great mul- 
titude were together for the first part 
of the journey northward. At the 
close of the first day each company 
would make sure that their number 
was complete before starting farther 
on their journey, and then it was that 
Joseph and Mary discovered that their 
precious boy was missing. And we 
may imagine the eager but unavailing 
search among kinsfolk and acquaint- 
ances and the sorrowful hearts that 
probably could not sleep that night 
even if they sought to rest, It may 5a 
that they started back to Jervusa'em 
immediately on ascertaining their 
loss and spent the night journeying. 
Only those who ever had a child stray 
away can think how they felt and 
talked. Then the three wearv days ot 
searching for Him in the city and tne 
hopelessness and heartache at the 
close of each day—we cannot but won- 
der if they praved to Him who is per- 
fect in knowledge, who knoweth even 
our own thoughts (Job xxxvi, 4; Ps. 
cxxxix, 1-4}. If they knew Him as they 
might have known Him we think they 
would have said, “Let us go. right te 
the temple. for we will surely find 
Him there.” Did He not imply that 
when He said to them after they did 
find Him in the temple: “How is it 
that ye sought Me? Wist ye not that 
I must be about My Father’s busi- 
ness?” (Verse 49), Revised version 
and margin, “In My Father's house,” 
or “In the things of My Father.” He 
certainly knew who He was, and we 
are not surprised that the rabbis were 
astonished at His understanding and 
answers as He sat in their midst, list 
ening to them and asking them ques: 
tions. How He must, even at that 
age, have opened to them the Scrip 
tures. We would like to know whose 
home was honored with His presence 
and who was privileged to care for 
Him those two or three days, but it 
is more important to lay to heart 
those first words of His as Son of 
Mary, the first recorded words, “I 
must be about My Father’s business.” 
If we are not constantly in the things 
of -ur Father we are on the side of 
the enemy, for it must be the world
